Before 1906, cosmetics were looked 


upon askance by most women of re- 
spectability and standing. There has 
been in the past 30 years a great mod- 
ification of public opinion regarding 
the use of cosmetics.

Then in 
1933 appeared the Tugwell, later called 
the Copeland Food, Drugs and Cos- 
metics bill, largely supported by the 
Food and Drugs Administration, the 
President, and his advisers.
